Man 
robbed 
at  hotel 

Armed  thieves 
took  money, 
electronics

Sheriffs  deputies  are  investigat¬ 
ing  after  a  man  said  he  was  robbed 
at  gunpoint  at  a  Winchester  motel 
early  Monday  morning. 

The  man,  identified  as  Jeffrey 
Culbertson  of  Winchester,  said  the 
robbery  happened  around  5  a.m. 
when  he  stepped  outside  his  room 
at  the  Value  Stay  Inn  on  Revilo 
Road  to  smoke,  Clark  County 
Deputy  Sheriff  Paul  Howard  said. 

Culbertson  said  he  was  ap¬ 
proached  by  two  black  men  wear¬ 
ing  hooded  sweatshirts  who  pulled 
a  handgun  and  demanded  money. 
The  men  then  took  him  back  into 
his  room  and  held  him  at  gunpoint 
while  they  took  a  laptop  computer, 
a  cell  phone,  a  debit  card,  a  credit 
card  and  $1,  he  said.  Culbertson 
said  he  was  ordered  to  stay  in  the 
bathroom  when  they  left  and  did 
not  see  which  way  they  went. 

After  they  left,  Culbertson  re¬ 
ported  the  incident  to  the  manager. 

Culbertson  was  not  injured  dur¬ 
ing  the  incident,  Howard  said. 

So  far,  deputies  have  no  leads 
and  no  charges  have  been  filed.

Boy  runs  back  into  burning 
home  to  save  sister 

LOUISVILLE  (AP)  —  A  Louisville 
boy  and  his  sister  are  recovering  from 
burns  after  he  ran  back  into  their  flam¬ 
ing  home  to  save  her. 

WAVE-TV  reported  6-year-old  Trinity 
Burks  was  standing  near  a  lamp  when 
she  sprayed  a  liquid  protectant  on  her 
shoes.  Some  sprayed  on  the  lamp  and  it 
started  a  fire  Sunday  night. 

Trinity’s  10-year-old  brother  Antoine 
Burks  and  their  mother  Stacey  Hol¬ 
loway  ran  out  of  the  flaming  home,  but 
the  boy  noticed  his  sister  wasn’t  with 
them. 

Antoine  ran  back  inside  and  led  Trin¬ 
ity  out.  Both  had  first-  and  second-de¬ 
gree  burns  on  their  arms  and  legs. 
Trinity  said  a  burn  on  her  nose  hurt  the 
most. 

Antoine  said  he  had  to  go  back  and 
get  Trinity  because  he’s  her  big  brother 
and  has  to  protect  her. 

Sons  arrive  before  father 
returns  from  Afghanistan 

MIDDLESBORO  —  Army  soldier 
Craig  Lewis  had  planned  to  take  leave 
and  return  home  to  eastern  Kentucky 
for  the  birth  of  his  twin  sons  —  but 
they  came  earlier  than  expected. 

Megan  Lewis  wasn’t  due  until  April 
5.  She  said  her  water  broke  a  month 
early  and  it  was  impossible  for  her  hus¬ 
band  to  make  it  to  Middlesboro  Ap¬ 
palachian  Regional  Hospital  to  see 
Michael  and  Ezekiel  born. 

However,  Pfc.  Lewis  was  able  to  get 
leave  and  made  it  home  on  March  12, 
just  a  few  days  after  the  boys  were 
born.  He  changed  his  first  diaper  on 
the  way  home  from  the  airport. 

He’ll  get  to  enjoy  time  with  his  wife 
and  newborn  sons  until  March  28  when 
he  heads  back  to  Afghanistan  for  five 
more  months. 

Medal  of  Honor  winner  helping 
Kentncky  tornado  victims 

WEST  LIBERTY  (AP)  —  When  Pastor 
Bud  Angus  found  out  that  a  v^nner  of 
the  country’s  highest  military  honor  was 
in  his  tiny  community  of  Woods  Bend, 
helping  clean  up  from  a  deadly  March  2 
tornado,  there  was  only  one  thing  he 
could  say. 

“Anyone  who  would  help  is  still  a 
hero,”  Angus  said  Monday  as  he  raked 
the  yard  at  Woods  Bend  Community 
Church.  “They  deserve  another  medal.” 

Dakota  Meyer,  23,  a  Kentucky  Marine 
awarded  the  Medal  of  Honor  in  Septem¬ 
ber,  had  arrived  Sunday  night  in  the  tor¬ 
nado-ravaged  tovm  with  four  friends  and 
sk  pieces  of  heavy  equipment,  ready  to 
work.  He  had  announced  his  plans  on  his 
new  blog,  “Actions  Not  Words,”  on  Fri¬ 
day.”  On  Monday,  he  sent  several  tweets 
from  the  scene. 

“It’s  the  worst  thing  I’ve  ever  seen  in 
my  life,”  Meyer  told  The  Associated 
Press  on  Monday,  taking  a  brief  break 
from  clearing  trees  and  other  debris 
from  a  tiny  country  road.  “In  war,  you  ex¬ 
pect  stuff  like  this.  This  is  America,  this 
is  Kentucky.  You  don’t  expect  this  to  hap¬ 


pen  here.” 

Meyer  is  credited  v^th  saving  13 
American  and  23  Afghan  soldiers’  lives 
in  a  grueling  2009  firefight  in 
Afghanistan.  The  military’s  public  state¬ 
ment  on  the  battle  said  Meyer  “person¬ 
ally  killed  at  least  eight  Taliban 
insurgents,  while  providing  cover  for  his 
team  to  fight  their  way  out.” 

The  marine  says  on  his  blog  that 
“being  honored  and  called  a  hero  for  the 
worst  day  of  my  life  is  something  I  still 
struggle  to  understand.” 

Chapel  likely  to  be  razed 
due  to  storm  damage 

ALEXANDRIA  (AP)  —  A  northern 
Kentucky  chapel,  built  as  a  Methodist 
church  156  years  ago,  v^ll  likely  be  torn 
dovm  after  a  storm  v^ecked  it. 

The  building  is  knovm  as  Wesley 
Chapel  and  it  belongs  to  a  board  that 
oversees  a  cemetery  that  is  on  the  same 
property. 

The  Kentucky  Enquirer  on  Monday 
quoted  board  member  Kenny  Fossitt, 
who  said  the  damage  may  prove  too  ex¬ 
pensive  to  repair. 

About  400  graves  around  the  chapel  in 
Campbell  County  date  to  the  early  1800s. 
It  was  built  v^th  two  front  entrance 
doors  —  one  for  men  and  the  other  for 
women. 

The  congregation  that  used  the  build¬ 
ing  closed  it  in  1993.  It  was  badly  dam¬ 
aged  in  a  storm  March  2. 

Attorney  General:  School  board 
violated  open  records  law 

FRANKFORT  (AP)  —  The  attorney 
general’s  office  has  found  the  Martin 
County  school  district  violated  the 
state’s  open  records  law  by  not  publicly 
releasing  email,  letters  and  memos  ex¬ 
changed  between  the  superintendent 
and  board  members. 

Assistant  Attorney  General  Amye  L. 
Bensenhaver  issued  that  finding  late 
last  week  and  released  it  to  the  public 
on  Monday. 

The  Mountain  Citizen  editor  Gary 
Ball  had  requested  all  forms  of  v^itten 
communications  between  the  superin¬ 
tendent  and  board  members  since  Jan¬ 
uary  2011. 

Superintendent  Mark  Blackburn  said 
that  information  is  protected  by  fed¬ 
eral  law  and  that  the  correspondence 
may  contain  private  information  about 
employees  or  students. 

Bensenhaver  said  Blackburn’s  re¬ 
sponse  “constituted  a  procedural  viola¬ 
tion”  of  the  state’s  open  records  law. 
She  said  the  district  should  redact  pro¬ 
tected  information  and  turn  the  rest 
over  to  the  newspaper. 

Senate  passes  bill  barring 
welfare  for  immigrants 

FRANKFORT  (AP)  —  A  proposal  to 
keep  illegal  immigrants  from  getting 
welfare  benefits  in  Kentucky  has  passed 
the  Senate. 

The  legislation  sponsored  by  Republi¬ 
can  Sen.  Mike  Wilson  of  Bowling  Green 
cleared  the  Senate  on  a  37-1  vote. 

The  bill  would  require  welfare  appli¬ 
cants  to  present  documentation  of  U.S. 


citizenship  or  legal  residency  in  order  to 
be  eligible  for  the  government  benefits. 

If  they’re  not  able  to  produce  a  docu¬ 
ment  such  as  a  birth  certificate  or 
driver’s  license  v^thin  30  days,  they 
could  sign  an  affidavit  swearing  that  they 
are  eligible  for  the  benefits. 

The  measure  now  goes  to  the  House 
for  consideration.  The  legislation  is  Sen¬ 
ate  Bill  118. 

Bill  to  protect  young 
refugees  passes  House 

FRANKFORT  (AP)  —  Refugees 
would  be  allowed  to  remain  in  Kentucky 
high  schools  after  their  21st  birthday 
under  a  bill  that  cleared  the  House  on 
Monday. 

Democratic  state  Rep.  Jody  Richards 
of  Bowling  Green  said  the  proposal  is  in¬ 
tended  to  help  refugees  who  have  fled  to 
the  United  States,  including  some  who 
arrived  in  his  district  to  escape  persecu¬ 
tion  overseas. 

The  divisive  issue  generated  a  lengthy 
floor  debate  v^th  some  critics,  including 
Republican  state  Rep.  Ben  Waide  of  Hop¬ 
kinsville,  questioning  the  v^sdom  of  hav¬ 
ing  people  in  their  mid-20s  sharing 
schools  v^th  teens. 

Democratic  state  Rep.  Steve  Riggs  of 
Louisville  urged  colleagues  to  pass  the 
measure  so  that  refugees  can  finish  high 
school  and  become  contributing  taxpay¬ 
ers.  It  passed  84-8. 

House  panel  OKs  bill  limiting 
cold,  allergy  meds 

FRANKFORT  (AP)  —  Popular  over- 
the-counter  cold  and  allergy  medications 
like  Mucinex  D  and  Sudafed  would  be 
available  only  in  smaller  quantities 
under  a  bill  that  moved  a  step  closer  to 
passage  on  Monday. 

The  House  Judiciary  Committee  gave 
its  approval  Monday  afternoon. 

The  goal  is  to  limit  access  to  large 
quantities  of  medications  that  contain 
pseudoephedrine,  a  key  ingredient  in 
the  illegal  drug  methamphetamine  that’s 
being  v^dely  abused  in  the  state. 

The  proposal  that  already  has  cleared 
the  Senate  would  limit  any  one  person’s 
purchases  to  no  more  than  7.2  grams  in 
a  month  or  24  grams  in  a  year.  People 
who  need  more  than  that  would  have  to 
get  a  prescription.  The  measure  allows 
individuals  to  purchase  roughly  two 
boxes  of  the  medications  each  month. 

Ethics  panel  answers  racing 
director  questions 

FRANKFORT  (AP)  —  The  Executive 
Branch  Ethics  Commission  has  con¬ 
cluded  that  the  incoming  head  of  the 
Kentucky  Horse  Racing  Commission  can 
be  involving  in  the  thoroughbred  racing 
industry  in  other  states  v^thout  creating 
a  conflict  of  interest. 

The  panel  released  that  advisory  opin¬ 
ion  on  Monday  at  the  request  of  John  T. 
Ward,  who  is  scheduled  to  take  over  as 
head  of  the  Horse  Racing  Commission  on 
April  1. 

The  66-year-old  Ward  and  his  vdfe, 
Donna,  operate  a  stable  in  Kentucky  as 
well  as  training  and  racing  operations  in 
New  York  and  Florida. 


GRANT 
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coordinator  for  Strodes 
Creek  Conservancy,  said 
the  wetlands  v^ll  be  con¬ 
structed  on  city  property 
near  the  Winchester-Clark 
County  Industrial  Park,  ad¬ 
jacent  to  the  Tovm  Branch 
Restoration  Project.  She 
said  construction  should 
start  in  the  next  few 
months. 

“These  wetlands  are 
going  to  be  nice  because 
they’re  going  to  help  us  fur¬ 
ther  cleanse  the  stormwa¬ 
ter  coming  from  the  city,” 
she  said. 

Chandler  said  in  the 
news  release  that  many 
counties  in  Kentucky  have

PRIDE,  Clark  County  will 
receive  some  of  the  re¬ 
sources  and  tools  they 
need  to  make  a  difference 
on  the  grassroots  level 
through  education,  innova¬ 
tive  projects  and  detailed 
plans  for  the  future,”  he 
said. 

The  grant  funded 
through  the  Appalachian 
Regional  Commission,  the 
news  release  states. 

Sandy  Bottoms,  grants 
administrator  at  Bluegrass 
PRIDE,  said  the  organiza¬ 
tion  has  seven  appalachian 
counties  in  its  service  area, 
and  the  grants  are  in¬ 
tended  “to  help  those 
counties  do  environmental 
improvement  projects.”

A  federal  appeals  court 
has  upheld  the  cap,  but  at¬ 
torney  Teddy  Gordon  argues 
that  the  rule  amounts  to  re¬ 
ligious  discrimination. 

The  Courier-Journal  said 
17-year-old  Presentation 
Academy  student  Celine 
Seger  appeared  at  a  news 
conference  Monday  where 
she  said  she  accepted  a 
scholarship  but  had  to  v^th- 
draw  from  the  track  team.

The  resulting  political  battle 
is  sure  to  spill  beyond  the  Cap¬ 
ital  Beltway  into  the  presiden¬ 
tial  campaign  and  contests  for 
control  of  the  House  and  Sen¬ 
ate  this  fall.  As  if  to  under¬ 
score  that  reality.  House 
Budget  Committee  chairman 
Paul  Ryan,  R-Wis.,  released  a 
campaign-style  video  Monday 
evening  telling  viewers  that 
“Americans  have  a  choice  to 
make”  in  a  none-too-subtle  ap¬ 
peal  to  voters. 

“It’s  up  to  the  people  to  de¬ 
mand  from  their  government  a 
better  budget,  a  better  plan, 
and  a  choice  between  two  fu¬ 
tures,”  Ryan  said.  “The  ques¬ 
tion  is:  ^^ich  future  v^l  we 
choose?” 

The  House  budget  panel  is 
slated  to  debate  and  vote  on 
the  measure  Wednesday  in 
hopes  of  a  vote  by  the  full 
House  next  week. 

Just  as  Obama’s  budget  was 
dead  on  arrival  last  month 
v^th  Capitol  Hill  Republicans, 
the  House  GOP  plan  is  a  non¬ 
starter  v^th  Democrats  con¬ 
trolling  the  Senate. 

On  Monday,  two  powerful 
Senate  committee  chairmen 


sent  top  House  GOP  leaders  a 
letter  protesting  a  GOP  plan  to 
cut  agency  operating  budgets 
funded  annually  by  Congress 
below  levels  negotiated  last 
summer.  Instead  of  going  v^th 
a  $1,047  trillion  cap  on  agency 
budgets,,  the  House  panel  is 
looking  at  cutting  domestic 


agencies  by  $19  billion  more. 

Senate  Budget  Committee 
Chairman  Kent  Conrad,  D- 
N.D.,  and  Appropriations  Com¬ 
mittee  Chairman  Daniel 
Inouye,  D-Hawaii,  warned  that 
breaking  the  agreement  only 
guarantees  delays  later  this 
year.

Beware  of 
really  lucky 
space  aliens 


on  a  traffic  charge,  and  now  childless 


There  is  a  program  that  has  been 
running  on  The  History  Channel 
called  “Ancient  Aliens.” 

It’s  a  pretty  funny 
show,  although  it 
isn’t  intended  to  be 
so. 

Most  of  the  com¬ 
mentators  who  show 
up  on  the  program 
are  people  who  are 
definitely  into  be¬ 
lieving  that  ancient 
(extraterrestrial) 
aliens  have  influ¬ 
enced  the  progres¬ 
sion  of  man. 

There’s  David  Childress,  author  of 
“Technology  of  the  Gods”;  Georgio  Tsouka- 
los  (a  guy  with  a  hairdo  that  seems  to 
characterize  his  weirdness),  editor  of 
“Legendary  Times  Magazine”;  Philip  Cop- 
pens,  author  of  “The  Ancient  Alien  Ques¬ 
tion”;  and  Erich  Von  Daniken,  author  of 
numerous  books  on  ancient  artifacts  such 
as  the  Nazca  Plain  figures,  Mayan  sculp¬ 
ture,  Easter  Island  moai,  the  pyramids  of 
Egypt  and  Central  America  and  numerous 
hieroglyphs  and  petroglyphs  from  around 
the  world. 

The  point  is  that  all  these  individuals 
have  made  their  fame  through  writing  and 
publishing  fantastic  theses  that  purport  to 
show  that  all  these  ancient  ideas  and  arti¬ 
facts  could  not  have  been  produced  by  the 
indigenous  peoples  of  the  time. 

And,  just  as  there  has  never  been  one 
single  piece  of  evidence  to  actually  prove 
the  existence  of  alien-piloted  UFOs,  the 
existence  of  all  these  ancient  wonders  and 
the  inability  of  so  many  examiners  to  ex¬ 
plain  how  they  may  have  been  fabricated, 
or  why,  does  not  automatically  lead  to  a 
conclusion  that  they  were  inspired  by  an¬ 
cient  aliens  visiting  this  planet. 

We  live  in  a  world  where  many,  many 
people  enjoy  fantasy.  Consider  the  popu¬ 
larity  of  the  Harry  Potter  movies.  Having 
an  affinity  for  fantasy  is  not,  in  itself, 
harmful. 

It’s  when  that  affinity  turns  into  a  more 
powerful  belief  that  the  fantasy  may  have 
some  basis  in  fact  that  problems  arise, 
and  some  people  begin  to  believe  the  most 
outrageous  explanations  for  phenomenon 
that  they  themselves  cannot  explain. 

For  instance,  the  Nazca  Plain  figures 
and  miles-long  straight  lines  are  sug¬ 
gested  to  be  —  by  these  alien  visitor  prog¬ 
nosticators  —  designed  to  welcome  these 
visitors  and  to  provide  landing  strips  for 
their  craft,  since  the  figures  and  lines  can 
only  be  appreciated  by  one  flying  over 
them. 

Compare  this  thesis  to  the  “crop  cir¬ 
cles,”  which  have  become  popular  in  the 
last  few  decades.  The  crop  circles  can  only 
be  appreciated  from  overhead,  by  airplane 
or  balloon.  And  yet,  we  now  know  these 
creations  were  made  by  pranksters,  on  the 
ground,  utilizing  the  simplest  of  devices 
and  without  being  able  to  see  the  finished 
product  until  someone  flew  over  them. 

Why  should  the  creation  of  the  crop  cir¬ 
cles  be  viewed  any  differently  from  the 
creation  of  the  Nazca  figures?  And,  in  fact, 
some  archaeologists  have  recently  sug¬ 
gested  that  the  fabricators  of  the  Nazca 
figures  may  have  been  able  to  go  aloft  in 
some  manner  of  hot  air  contrivance,  cer¬ 
tainly  not  a  more  fantastic  premise  than 
the  visitation  of  extraterrestrials. 

There  are  indeed  ancient  phenomenon 
that  are  truly  amazing,  and  many  still  defy 
explanation,  but  these  do  not  automati¬ 
cally  translate  into  visitors  from  outer 
space.  The  works  of  nature  and  the  cre¬ 
ativity  of  man  are  wonders  to  behold,  for 
their  simple  beauty  and  their  complexity. 

Even  though  it  would  take  several  years, 
huge  outlays  of  funds  and  the  utilization 
of  masses  of  modern  machinery  to  build 
the  Great  Pyramid  of  Cheops  today,  that 
does  not  negate  the  ability  of  the  Egyp¬ 
tians  to  harness  the  work  of  great  masses 
of  people  to  create  the  same  structure 
over  a  longer  period  of  time. 

And  the  idea  that  some  vastly  superior 
race  of  beings  once  (or  much  more  often, 
if  you  give  account  to  the  alien  visitor  the¬ 
orists)  visited  this  planet,  a  tiny  grain  in 
an  almost  limitless  universe,  is  far  more 
difficult  to  swallow  than  the  idea  that  our 
forebears  were  incapable  of  producing  the 
achievements  that  so  puzzle  us  today. 

A  space-traveling  alien  would  have  to  be 
as  lucky  at  finding  Earth  as  any  of  us 
would  be  in  finding  a  single  specific  grain 
of  sand  on  all  the  beaches  of  this  world. 

Fantasize  if  you  will,  but  lend  credence 
sparingly. 


Deported 

Chicago  —  wasteful,  senseless  and 
cruel.  How  better  to  describe  the 
ridiculous  battle  that  Felipe  Montes 
is  waging  to  be  reunited 
with  his  three  U.S.-born 
children?  Since  his  de¬ 
portation,  they’ve  been 
ensnared  by  the  foster 
care  system  and  are  at 
risk  of  being  put  up  for 
adoption. 

Montes,  who  had  lived 
in  the  U.S.  illegally  for 
almost  10  years,  was 
sent  back  to  Mexico  in 
2010  after  having  been 
sentenced  to  probation  following  an  arrest 
for  driving  with  an  expired  license,  an  ex¬ 
pired  registration  and  no  automobile  insur¬ 
ance.  He  was  detained  by  Immigration  and 
Customs  Enforcement  agents  at  one  of  his 
probation  meetings. 

Under  normal  circumstances,  Montes’  chil¬ 
dren  would  have  been  put  in  the  care  of  a  rel¬ 
ative.  But  since  there  was  no  relative  capable 
of  caring  for  them,  social  workers  took  his 
boys,  all  under  the  age  of  7,  and  separated 
them  into  different  foster  families.  Now  the 
state  of  North  Carolina  won’t  let  Montes 
claim  his  children  just  because  he’s  in  Mex¬ 
ico. 

According  to  an  Associated  Press  report, 
ICE  officials  said  they  didn’t  communicate 
with  North  Carolina’s  Child  Protective  Serv¬ 
ices  about  Montes  because  it’s  not  their  job 
to  call  child  welfare  officials  every  time  a 
parent  is  detained,  and  noted  that  they  don’t 
have  a  formal  policy  for  dealing  with  child 
welfare  agencies. 


This  is  not  a  mere  blip.  Last  fall  the  Ap¬ 
plied  Research  Center,  a  New  York-based  so¬ 
cial  justice  public  policy  institute,  detailed  in 
a  report  that  5,100  U.S.-born  children  whose 
parents  are  caught  up  in  illegal  immigration 
detention  are  “highly  likely”  to  be  lost  in  the 
foster  care  system  even  though  their  parents 
want  to  care  for  them  once  they  return  to 
their  native  country. 

This  separation  of  children  usually  hap¬ 
pens  because  the  parents,  who  are  effectively 
imprisoned,  are  not  able  to  comply  with  stan¬ 
dard  procedures  for  proving  a  parent  is  fit  to 
care  for  their  child. 

According  to  the  ARC,  parents  are  de¬ 
tained  an  average  of  370  miles  from  their 
kids  and  without  meaningful  ways  to  partici¬ 
pate  in  decisions  about  their  well-being  or 
comply  with  reunification  plans. 

And  worse,  as  Seth  Freed  Wessler,  the  au¬ 
thor  and  principal  investigator  of  the  ARC’S 
report  “Shattered  Families:  The  Perilous  In¬ 
tersection  of  Immigration  Enforcement  and 
the  Child  Welfare  System”  told  me,  “In  some 
cases,  when  parents  are  back  in  their  native 
countries,  (child  welfare  agencies)  are  deny¬ 
ing  parents  custody  by  arguing  that,  even 
parentless,  children  are  better  off  in  the 
U.S.” 

Cruelly,  that’s  exactly  the  stance  the  Al¬ 
leghany  County  Department  of  Social  Serv¬ 
ices  in  Sparta,  N.C.,  is  taking  as  it  tries  to 
sever  all  of  Montes’  parental  rights.  As  the 
AP  reported,  the  agency  believes  the  kids 
would  be  better  off  here  in  foster  care  than 
in  Mexico  with  their  dad  and  his  family  be¬ 
cause  he  lives  in  a  small  village  and  the  resi¬ 
dence,  while  having  a  refrigerator,  satellite 
TV,  a  microwave,  room  to  play  and  a  school 


nearby,  lacks  running  water. 

The  whole  thing  is  ridiculous.  There  are 
people  all  over  the  world  who  don’t  have  the 
luxury  of  running  water,  but  our  government 
doesn’t  usually  take  an  active  role  in  scatter¬ 
ing  their  families.  And  think  about  this:  How 
much  is  it  costing  North  Carolina  taxpayers 
for  Montes’  past  four  hearings  on  the  matter 
—  at  least  two  more  are  expected  —  which 
have  required  multiple  social  workers  and 
judges?  Plus,  the  cost  to  keep  three  kids  in 
foster  care  is  easily  $20,000-$30,000  for  each 
child  annually. 

And  for  what?  The  man  was  deported  after 
he’d  been  convicted  of  traffic  violations. 

“There’s  no  evidence  he  ever  used  drugs, 
no  evidence  of  drunkenness  or  DUI.  The  state 
has  no  witnesses  to  claim  there  was  abuse  or 
neglect,”  Donna  Shumate,  Montes’  court-ap¬ 
pointed  lawyer,  told  me.  “Basically  they’re 
saying  that  the  act  of  being  deported  is  in  it¬ 
self  a  crime  —  which  it  is  not  —  and  that 
he’s  unfit  because  he’s  living  in  Mexico.” 

ICE  officials  told  me  very  clearly,  “For  par¬ 
ents  who  are  ordered  removed,  it  is  their  de¬ 
cision  whether  or  not  to  relocate  their 
children  with  them,”  reiterating  long-stand¬ 
ing  legal  precedent  on  the  rights  of  parents, 
regardless  of  their  immigration  status. 

Obviously,  brains  reflexively  turn  to  mush 
anytime  illegal  immigration  comes  into  play. 
But  let’s  hope  someone  in  North  Carolina  has 
the  sense  to  stop  this  cruel,  expensive  crazi¬ 
ness  and  respect  the  rights  of  U.S.-citizen 
children  to  be  with  their  parents,  wherever 
they  may  be.

General  Assembly  entering  home  stretch 


Frankfort  —  Last  week’s  warm 
temperatures  are  a  sign  that  we 
are  entering  the  spring  season,  and 
it’s  also  a  sign  the  Kentucky  General  As¬ 
sembly  is  entering  the  home  stretch  of  the 
legislative  session.  With  the  majority  of 
budget  bills  now  in  the  Senate,  the  House 
focused  on  several  key  bills. 

House  Bill  481,  which  continues  the 
fight  in  Kentucky  against  the  sale  of  syn¬ 
thetic  drugs,  was  approved  by  the  full 
House.  During  the  2011  session,  we  passed 
legislation  that  banned  the  sale  of  so- 


state  Rep. 
Donna  Mayfield 

called  “bath  salts.”  House  Bill  481  expands  the  ban 
on  synthetic  drugs  to  include  synthetic  forms  of  mar¬ 
ijuana  sold  in  shops  under  product  names  like  ‘Spice’ 
and  ‘Scooby  Snacks.’ 

Synthetic  drugs  are  a  great  danger  to  our  commu¬ 
nities  and  especially  our  young  people.  One  of  the  co¬ 
sponsors  of  House  Bill  481,  Rep.  C.B.  Embry  Jr.  of 
Morgantown,  said  two  young  people  living  in  his  dis¬ 
trict  recently  died  as  a  result  of  using  synthetic  mari¬ 
juana.  It  is  essential  that  we  as  legislators  and  those 
in  law  enforcement  stay  one  step  ahead  of  those  who 
make  and  distribute  synthetic  drugs. 

While  the  general  operating  budget  bill  has  moved 
on  to  the  Senate,  we  did  approve  the  proposed  two- 
year  spending  plan  for  Kentucky’s  transportation  sys¬ 
tem  in  the  full  House  on  Friday.  Unlike  recent 
monthly  revenue  reports  on  our  general  fund,  Ken¬ 
tucky’s  road  fund  has  been  doing  well,  up  so  far  at  a 
rate  of  7.5  percent  from  the  beginning  of  the  current 
fiscal  year. 

Even  with  that  growth,  there  is  little  money  avail¬ 
able  in  our  road  fund  for  the  multitude  of  projects  in

We 
are  all  elected  to  serve  roughly  the  same  number  of 
people,  and  it  is  imperative  that  all  voices  be  heard 
when  it  comes  to  proposed  legislation.

Well  sir,  I  am  truly  puz¬ 
zled  right  now.

Being  80, 1 
would  like  to  blame  "old-age 
forgetfulness"  on  why  I  never 
shared  this  with  you,  but  just 
let  me  tell  you  my 
stoiy,  OK? 

Many  years  ago, 
shortly  after  we 
moved  to  Win¬ 
chester,  a  Lexing¬ 
ton  Herald-Leader 
editor  got  word 
about  my  work 
v^th  animals  and, 
in  particular,  my 
v^ld  wolf  research 
for  Washington 
University  in  Missouri.  He 
graciously  v^ote  a  piece 
about  it,  complete  with  pic¬ 
tures  of  me  v^th  some  of  our 
horses. 

A  young  man  by  the  name 
of  Barry,  an  equine  dentist, 
happened  to  read  it  and 
called,  asking  if  he  could 
come  to  our  farm  to  meet  me. 
Well,  of  course  he  could  come, 
and  his  visit  began  a  beauti¬ 
ful,  magical  relationship  be¬ 
tween  us  that  only  got 
stronger  through  the  years. 
Even  when  he  fell  in  love  v^th 
Mary  Jo,  he  brought  her  to 
meet  us  and  "get  our  ap¬ 
proval."  We  loved  her,  just 
seeing  how  they  loved  each 
other. 

Years  passed  and,  in  spite 
of  their  continual  travel  to 
horse  meets,  we  stayed  in 
touch.  He  even  was  diagnosed 
v^th  leukemia,  but,  because 
he  was  so  strong  and  had  so 
much  life  to  live,  a  stem  cell 
replacement  returned  him  to 
health.

Barry  was  immortal. 

Now,  fast  forward  v^th  me. 
We  moved  to  Colorado  in  May, 
2011.  Time  flew  by,  our  get¬ 
ting  settled,  getting  Gene 
back  and  forth  to  the  Denver 
doctors  for  his  cancer  and 
then  my  ovm  surprising  lung 
and  heart  problems  —  well, 
these  are  no  excuse  for  losing 
contact  v^th  a  dear  friend, 
but  I  did. 

The  county  newspaper.  The 
Mountain  Mail,  was  some¬ 
thing  I  read  daily  to  try  to  fa¬ 
miliarize  myself  v^th  the  area. 
I  began  to  look  for  one  colum¬ 
nist  in  particular,  a  man 
named  Greg  who  v^ote  a  fish¬ 
ing  column.  I  v^ll  never  know 
why  I  ever  read  him  since  I  do 
not  fish,  but  it  surely  was  not 


coincidence  that  drew  me  to 
read  him.  As  a  v^iter  and 
teacher  of  v^iting,  I  can  tell 
you  that  rarely  have  I  seen 
better  v^iting.  He  literally 
blew  me  away  v^th  his  ability 
to  tell  a  simple  story  and 

make  the  reader  ex¬ 
perience  what  he  was 
talking  about.  He 
could  talk  about  a  day 
on  the  river  v^th  his 
dog  and,  I  swear,  you 
could  smell  the  water 
and  feel  the  current. 

I  was  so  impressed,  I 
v^ote  a  letter  to  the 
editor  of  the  paper 
praising  Greg's  Avrit- 
ing  genius.  The  letter 
was  published  in  The  Moun¬ 
tain  Mail. 

Now,  back  to  Barry.  Since 
our  move  to  Colorado,  Barry 
became  very  ill  again.  The 
sicker  he  got,  the  more  he  felt 
the  need  to  talk  to  me.  He 
had  no  idea  we  had  moved  or 
where  we  were.  As  he  real¬ 
ized  he  may  not  make  it,  he 
became  obsessed  v^th  finding 
me.  I  am  told  he  sat  in  his 
hospital  bed  v^th  his  com¬ 
puter  and  he  and  Mary  Jo 
began  a  tireless  effort  to  lo¬ 
cate  me.  On  the  day  before 
Christmas  2011,  he,  by  some 
miracle,  came  across  a  letter 
to  the  editor  in  Salida,  Colo, 
v^itten  by  a  Jean  Brody.  What 
a  long  shot!  Seeing  my  email 
below  my  letter,  he  v^ote  an 
email  asking  that  if,  by  any 
chance  at  all,  it  was  the  Jean 
Brody  from  Winchester,  Ky, 
would  I  please  call  his  hospi¬ 
tal. 

I  sat  staring  at  my  email 
and  sensed  the  urgency.  My 
hands  shaking,  my  heart 
pounding,  I  called  his  num¬ 
ber.  When  he  answered,  I 
knew  it  was  my  Barry.  "Barry, 
this  is  Jean."  Silence  and 
then  a  sharp  intake  of  air. 

"It’s  really  you,  my  Jean.  Now, 
it  is  really  Christmas  morn¬ 
ing."  He  told  me  how  sick  he 
was  and  how  he  needed  to 
talk  to  me  and  that  maybe  he 
would  make  it,  now  that  he 
had  found  me.  We  both  cried. 

When  we  hung  up,  I  called 
Greg  on  that  Christmas  morn 
to  thank  him  for  v^iting  so 
brilliantly  that  I  had  v^itten 
that  letter  to  the  editor  and, 
had  I  not  v^itten  the  letter, 
Barry  would  not  have  found 
me.  Barry  died  last  week,  my 
beautiful,  loving  friend.  You 
never  know  whose  life  we 
may  touch  or  how  our  lives 
v^ll  criss-cross  v^th  others.

Kentucky  to 
ask  for  more 
NCLB  waivers 


The  U.S.  Department  of 
Education  is  now  offering 
selected  states  the  opportu¬ 
nity  to  request  two  addi¬ 
tional  waivers  from  the  No 
Child  Left  Behind  Act. 

This  opportunity  is  pro¬ 
vided  to  states  that  already 
have  received  waivers  from 
NCLB.  In  February,  Ken¬ 
tucky  was  granted  a  waiver 
that  provided  flexibility  in 
many  areas  related  to  pub¬ 
lic  school  assessment  and 
accountability. 

These  additional  waivers 
were  not  included  in  the 
original  waiver  package, 
but  were  recognized  by  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Educa¬ 
tion  (USED)  as  necessary 
to  complete  the  flexibility 
package. 

Two  additional  waivers 
are  offered,  and  Kentucky 
will  apply  for  both. 

—  Waiver  of  the  require¬ 
ments  that  state  education 
agencies  and  local  educa¬ 
tion  agencies  make  AYP  de¬ 
terminations  - 
Performance  toward  annual 
measureable  objectives 
(AMOs,  or  goals)  for  all  stu¬ 
dent  subgroups  must  still 
be  reported.  That  perform¬ 
ance  must  support  continu¬ 


ous  improvement  in  Title  I 
schools  that  are  not  Reward 
Schools,  Priority  Schools  or 
Focus  Schools. 

This  waiver  will  reinforce 
Kentucky’s  use  of  the  Un¬ 
bridled  Learning:  College 
and  Career  Readiness  for 
All  accountability  system  to 
measure  progress,  rather 
than  the  NCLB  model. 

_ Waiver  of  ESEA  sec¬ 
tions  III3(a)(3)-(4)  and 
1113(c)(1),  which  require  a 
local  education  agencies  to 
select  its  Title  I  schools, 
and  allocate  Title  I,  Part  A 
funds  to  those  schools,  in 
rank-order  of  poverty. 

This  waiver  would  permit 
an  local  education  agencies 
serve  a  Title  I-eligible  high 
school  with  a  graduation 
rate  below  60  percent  and 
identified  as  a  Priority 
School  even  if  that  school 
has  a  lower  poverty  rate 
than  other  Title  I-partici- 
pating  schools  in  the  local 
education  association. 

This  offers  more  flexibil¬ 
ity  to  school  districts  in  use 
of  Title  I,  Part  A  funds  as 
they  serve  schools  desig¬ 
nated  as  Priority  Schools  to 
address  issues  causing  low 
academic  performance. 


E-transcripts 
now  available 


Kentucky  high  school  stu¬ 
dents  can  now  send  their 
transcripts  to  colleges  and 
universities  online. 

Through  the  website 
www.kytranscript.org  stu¬ 
dents  can  manage  release 
of  their  transcripts  to  par¬ 
ticipating  schools. 

The  site  is  provided  by

EDUCATION 

Report:  National  Security 
riding  on  improvements 
to  US  education  system 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The 
nation’s  security  and  eco¬ 
nomic  prosperity  are  at  risk  if 
America’s  schools  don’t  im¬ 
prove,  warns  a  task  force  led 
by  former  Secretary  of  State 
Condoleezza  Rice  and  Joel 
Klein,  the  former  chancellor 
of  New  York  City’s  school  sys¬ 
tem. 

The  report,  obtained  by  The 
Associated  Press,  cautions 
that  far  too  many  schools  fail 
to  adequately  prepare  stu¬ 
dents.  “The  dominant  power 
of  the  21st  century  will  de¬ 
pend  on  human  capital,”  it 
said.  “The  failure  to  produce 
that  capital  will  undermine 
American  security.” 

The  task  force  said  the 
State  Department  and  U.S.  in¬ 


telligence  agencies  face  criti¬ 
cal  shortfalls  in  the  number  of 
foreign  language  speakers, 
and  that  fields  such  as  sci¬ 
ence,  defense  and  aerospace 
are  at  particular  risk  because 
a  shortage  of  skilled  workers 
is  expected  to  worsen  as  baby 
boomers  retire. 

According  to  the  panel,  75 
percent  of  young  adults  don’t 
qualify  to  serve  in  the  military 
because  they  are  physically 
unfit,  have  criminal  records  or 
inadequate  levels  of  educa¬ 
tion. 

That’s  in  part  because  1  in 
4  students  fails  to  graduate 
from  high  school  in  four  years, 
and  a  high  school  diploma  or 
the  equivalent  is  needed  to 
join  the  military.

CINCINNATI  (AP)  —  Stirred  by 
a  pep  talk  from  the  school  presi¬ 
dent,  the  Ohio  Bobcats  applauded 
themselves  in  the  locker  room  and 
celebrated  their  trip  to  the  NCAA 
tournament’s  round  of  16  by  chant¬ 
ing:  “We  are  Ohio!” 

Not  a  bad  March  motto  for  the 
whole  state. 

The  nation’s  17th  state  is  the  first 
to  send  four  teams  to  the  NCAA’s 
round  of  16  —  the  Bobcats,  Ohio 
State,  the  University  of  Cincinnati 
and  Xavier.  The  four  come  from  dif¬ 
ferent  conferences  and  play  differ¬ 
ent  styles,  but  have  gone  a 
combined  8-0  in  the  tournament. 

Beware  the  Buckeyes  —  all  of 
them. 

“It’s  super  for  Ohio  basketball,” 
former  Ohio  State  star  Jerry  Lucas 
said  in  a  phone  interview  on  Mon¬ 
day.  “It’s  always  been  good,  and  will 
always  be  good.  This  whole  region 
has  traditionally  had  great  basket¬ 
ball.  To  see  Ohio  be  the  first  to  have 
four  in  the  Sweet  16  —  that’s 
great.” 

Seven  other  states  have  managed 
to  get  three  teams  into  the  round  of 
16,  according  to  STATS  LLC:  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  Kentucky,  Texas,  Califor¬ 
nia,  North  Carolina,  Kansas  and 
Tennessee.  Ohio  has  topped  them 
all. 

No  state  has  ever  had  a  better 
opening  week  in  the  tournament. 

The  First  Four  games  were 
played  in  Dayton,  where  President 
Barack  Obama  and  British  Prime 
Minister  David  Cameron  watched 
Western  Kentucky  pull  off  an  his¬ 
toric  comeback  in  the  opener. 

The  rest  of  the  state  has  kept  up 
the  excitement. 

Ohio  State  —  the  Big  Ten  school 
whose  band  spells  “Ohio”  in  script 
at  halftime  of  football  games  — 
lived  up  to  its  No.  2  seed  by  beating 
Loyola,  Md.,  and  Gonzaga.  Ohio 
University  —  the  Mid-American 
Conference  representative  whose 
band  dances  to  the  “Party  Rock  An¬ 
them”  at  halftime  —  got  a  13th 
seed  and  became  the  tournament’s

“But  the  hate  has  not  overwhelmed 
the  love  and  support.  It  has  given  me  a 
platform  where  I  can  speak  more  vocally 
about  our  program  and  players.  I  never 
planned  on  this  story  going  so  big,  but 
it’s  good  that  it  did.  It  opened  so  many 
avenues  for  me,  including  going  to  Rupp 
Arena  as  a  guest  writer  and  seeing  what 
all  goes  on  behind  the  scenes.” 

She’s  currently  working  on  a  new  real¬ 
ity  show  that  is  being  filmed  in  Ken¬ 
tucky. 

“I  actually  wore  blue  the  first  day  we 
filmed  because  it  was  a  Kentucky  game 
day,”  she  said.  “You  will  definitely  see 
me  in  blue  and  some  3  goggles  up.” 

She  expects  to  see  a  lot  of  blue  in  At¬ 
lanta  Friday,  too. 

“I  want  our  fans  to  come  to  Atlanta 
and  show  how  a  fan  base  is  supposed  to 
be  and  supposed  to  act.  I  know  it  will  be 
house  of  blue.  We  are  going  to  take  over 
the  Georgia  Dome,”  Dills  said.  “It  would 
be  easy  for  me  to  want  to  say  and  chant 
bad  things  at  Indiana,  but  I  won’t  do 
that.  Our  boys  will  have  our  backs  and 


take  care  of  things  on  the  court  and  we 
have  enough  dignity  not  to  rush  the 
court  after  beating  Indiana.

The  Wildcats  turned  the  ball  over  12 
times  in  next  10  minutes  against  the 
nation’s  second-best  team  in  turnover 
margin  —  ironically,  just  behind  Ken¬ 
tucky.  Green  Bay  used  all  those  mis- 
cues  to  fuel  a  24-9  run  that  trimmed 
the  margin  to  55-54  with  6:15  left. 

Wojta,  the  Horizon  League’s  player 
of  the  year,  had  10  steals  and  a  jumper 
that  tied  it  at  61  with  3:06  left. 

“The  way  they  fought  in  that  second 
half  was  indicative  of  who  they  are,” 
Green  Bay  coach  Matt  Bollant  said. 

“To  force  Kentucky  into  34  turnovers,  I 
was  just  so  proud.  They  played  as  hard 
as  they  could.” 

Still,  Kentucky  took  it  to  the 
Phoenix  early. 

Snowden  and  Amber  Smith  each 
drained  3s  and  Bria  Goss  swooped  in 
for  a  putback  to  help  the  faster,  more 
athletic  Wildcats  take  a  15-point  lead 
against  the  Phoenix,  who  never  trailed 
in  beating  host  Iowa  State  71-57  in  the 
first  round.

The  Bobcats  knocked  off 
Michigan  —  a  result  as  pleas¬ 
ing  on  High  Street  in  Colum¬ 
bus  as  on  Court  Street  in 
Athens  —  in  their  first  game, 
then  beat  South  Florida  to 
get  to  the  round  of  16  for  the 
first  time  since  1964. 

Meanwhile,  Cincinnati  and 
Xavier  took  big  strides  in  re¬ 
furbishing  their  seasons  and 
reputations. 

The  Big  East’s  Bearcats 
knocked  off  Texas  and  Florida 
State  to  reach  the  round  of  16 
for  the  first  time  since  2001 
under  coach  Bob  Huggins. 

No.  10  seed  Xavier,  the  only 
Atlantic  10  team  left,  beat 


Notre  Dame  and  Lehigh  to 
reach  the  regional  semis  for 
the  fourth  time  in  five  years. 

Some  of  their  neighbors 
are  coming  along.  Ohio,  Indi¬ 
ana  and  Kentucky  are  supply¬ 
ing  seven  of  the  final  16 
teams  this  weekend,  anothe 
measure  of  the  area’s  rich 
college  basketball  tradition. 

“Oh  my  gosh,  we  talk  about 
that  all  the  time,”  said  Xavier 
athletic  director  Mike  Bobin- 
ski,  who  is  on  the  NCAA  tour¬ 
nament  selection  committee. 
“Within  a  150-mile  radius  or 
so,  there’s  a  tremendous  con¬ 
centration  of  high-level  bas¬ 
ketball  competition  and 
talent,  and  great  coaching 
and  committed  programs.  I’m 
not  sure  this  area  gets  its  due, 
in  terms  of  how  big  college 
basketball  is  (in  the  region).”

A  declarer  should  be  willing  to 
sacrifice  a  trick  if  it  increases  his 
overall  chance  of  making  the  con¬ 
tract.  Thus,  if  South  makes  exactly 
four  hearts  in  the  present  case,  he 
scores  620  points  (at  duplicate  or 
Chicago  scoring);  if  he  makes  an 
overtrick,  he  scores  650;  but  if  he 
goes  down  one,  he  is  minus  100.

what  he  can  lose  if  he  goes  down  try¬ 
ing  for  an  overtrick. 

Observe  how  this  applies  to 
today’s  deal.  South  takes  the  dia¬ 
mond  lead  with  the  ace  and  sees  that 
he  could  lose  a  spade,  a  club  and  an 
unknown  number  of  trumps.  How 
many  trump  tricks  he  will  lose 
depends  on  how  the  trumps  are 
divided  or  on  how  he  plays  the  suit. 

At  trick  two,  declarer  plays  the 
ace  of  trumps,  on  which  East  pro¬ 
duces  the  jack.  If  South  carelessly 
continues  with  the  king,  he  goes 
down  one,  losing  two  trump  tricks,  a 
spade  and  a  club.  But  South  should 
not  play  the  king  after  East’s  jack 
appears,  since  if  the  jack  is  a  single- 
ton,  the  king  play  will  almost  surely 
prove  fatal. 

Declarer  should  reason  that  East 
started  with  either  the  singleton  jack 
or  the  doubleton  Q-J.  By  leading  a 
low  trump  next.  South  can  restrict 
himself  to  one  trump  loser  in  either 
case.  This  safety  play  will  cost  him  a 
trick  if  East  started  with  the  Q-J,  but 
South  should  be  willing  to  lose  30 
points  to  ensure  the  contract. 

In  the  actual  deal,  if  South 
decides  to  play  safe  and  leads  a  low 
trump  toward  dummy  at  trick  three, 
he  loses  only  one  trump  trick  — 
regardless  of  which  heart  West 
chooses  to  play  —  and  so  finishes 
with  1 0  tricks.
